In- 
cidents of the kind are not infrequent, 
and extreme care has to be; exercised 
by those upon whom the arrangement 
of'the. audiences falls to' avoid offend- 
ing the susceptibilities on either side. 
' By a tactful arrangement'Mr. Fair- 
banks' audience with King Victor Em- 
manuel was fixed for Saturday, and 
that,.61' the pope, for Monday am] when 
everything seemed satisfactorily plan- 
ned, the Vatican suddenly announced 
that It would be impossible, for 
his 


holiness tp receive the former vice- 
president, if. he carried out his 
an- 


nounced intention to speak 
in. 
the 


American Methodist church here, be- 
cause the Methodists had been active 


• in proselyting among the Catholics. 
.Negotiations were immediately 
be- 


gun with n view to avoiding any un- 
pleasantness and a 
situation 
which 


might give rise to misconceptions, and 
in these negotiations prominent Vati- 
can officials exercised every influence 
to remove the'difficulties which had to 
unexpectedly presented themselves to 
Mr. Fairbanks' audience with the pope.

that although he was animated by a 
strong desire to pay his respects to the 
head of . the Catholic church, whoso

Mr. Fairbanks', address acquired excep- 
tional importance of the' incident with 
the.Vatican, and it is looked upon as 
his final answer to the conditions im- 
posed upon him relative to his audi- 
ence with the pope. During the course 
of the address, he said:

ing in all lands and amongst all na- 
tionalities. 
It is gratifying that the 


American church as established In all 
countries are receiving a wider influ • 
ence than ever in their history.

"It is a modern, as well as an an- 


cient vice. Men's fingers still itch for 
gold, even when, lor .them, it is an ac- 
cursed thing. We have been having il- 
lustrations of- that even in oiir own 
country of late. Men will still sacrifice 
their bodily health, their self respect, 
their good.name among men and their 
honor in the sight of God just for the 
sake of being rich. We find many a 
man in business today, utterly regard- 
less of the teachings of all -.the lives 
that have gone before. "I once'lieard a 
man say, 'What is this life for any- 
how?' and he wa.s simply speaking of 
filling his pockets with money.. When 
we think of what the world calls suc- 
cess, do we not find that what the 
.world means is simply a great pile 'of 
dollars, a large bank account, money, 
representing power over one's fellow 
men? The men whom our public in- 
stitutions delight to honor when com- 
mencement day comes round, 
are 


often the men known to have large 
fortunes;, and the world can be par- 
doned if it sometimes suspects that 
they are given their decrees either be- 
cause of their benefactions in the past 
or in the hope of benefactions in

Kriimingham lin? imposed forged notes on several banks and another in 
which a bank official has been robbing a Southbridge savings bank for six- 
teen years without detection. Both cases seem to call for heavy penalties. 
Jn the Southbridge bank case, tho officiivls who, by neglect to perform their 
duties properly, mudo the fraud possible, should be held responsible with 
the treasurer who did the stealing. 
Tbnt is the only way to prevent a 


repetition of the crime in some other bank. The government inspectors, ;is 
usual, failed to inspect in ;i innnncr that would detect dishonesty. 
Why 


are they exonerated? 
Absolute protection for savings banks should bold 


prominent- officials and government inspectors responsible 
for 
any dis- 


honesty which their vigilance might prevent. 


As for the Frnminghnm affair the law should be changed so that town 


nott!S would have to be properly certified and recorded before offered for 
sale. Without this protection other banks are liable to be victimized in a 
similar w:av.

employes. The legislation, if- enacted, 
would overturn tho present employer^' 
liability-law, and-in fact, revolutionise 
the existing: system of indemnity fir 
personal injuries.'

pensation to be paid by employers to 
employes, in cases of injury or death 
basing, it upon the amount

previous earning power of the victim 
and provides that it shall be bald in 
the form, of an annuity. • The bill is 
based upon the existing laws- of Eng- 
land and Germany.- Such 
legislation 


was favored in one of the messages of 
former President Roosevelt anil'Presi- 
dent Taft also Is said to have com- 
mented favorably upon it.
